Los Angeles, Dec. 2.—Stai-tlina, as was the sudden confession of 


guilt yesterday on the part of John J. and James B. McNamara, both 
high labor ofticials, the one causing the Lieu ell jn Iron Works explosion 
and the other the Los Angeles Times disaster that cost 21 lives, more 
amazing to the people today was the announcement 
that big business 


men of Los> Angeles had brought about the confession. 


Just the manner in \\hich the contession was brought abovit is not 


known but heavy pressure was brought to bear to prevent the prolonging 
of the case which meant intermible v arfare vt ith danger to the city's wel- 
fare. 
Clarence Dan'ow, chief counsel for the defense rBlteTateU today 


that the compromise was best for all concerned. 


Members of the District Attorney's office are of the opinion the de- 


fense was forced to lay clou n. its arms r.ot only on account of the evidence 
against them, but on account of eli1 ccting a conviction in the Franklin 
bribery case it \\ould have had a bad effect on the chances of the men on 
trial. 


"It was never settled until it happeiuled" said the district attorney, 


speaking of the compromise. "We su spected it v,as coming out, after 
giving them our ultimatum." 


It is said that James B. McXaniara Mas ready to plead guilty earlier 


but decided to clear his brother of all charges. This the prosecution would 
not permit, but agreed to recommend mercy. .In. argutng for James E. 
McXaniara counsel showed him that to stand trial alone in an endeavor 
to clear his brother would not save his brother and to plead guilty would 
bo easier. 


Attorney Scott ior the defense said today that it was to save his 


brother's lile that John J. McXamara pleaded guilty to the minor charges 
ol the iron works. 


That other persons interested in dynamite conspiracies may be ar- 


rested in San Francisco, Indianapolis and other places and that <he Mc- 
Namaras will be called upon to testify was a report current here today. 


The Los Angeles Central Labor Council says that it "believed in the 


innocence of all men until proven guilty and we came to the aid of the 
accused men with moral and financial support. 
Upon the guilt of the 


accused persons being established the council insists upon a rigid enforce- 
ment of the law." 


The prosecutor announced his intention of pushing the Franklin bri- 


bery case to the limit. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 2.—James B. MrXamara pleaded guilty of murder 


in the first degree in Judge Bordw ell's court yesterday altcrnoon. 
His 


brother, John J. McXamara, secretary of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron "Workers, entered a plea of guilty to having 
dynamited the Llewellyn Iron Works in Los Angeles on Christinas Day. 
19:10. 


James B. McXamara's confession clears up absolutely the tragedy of 


the explosion and fire which at, 1:07 o'clock on the morning ot Oct. 1, 
1010, wrecked the plant ol the Los Angeles Times at First and Broadway, 
and caused the death of 21 persons. 
Kor 19 of these deaths the McXa- 


mara brothers were indicted and J.H. McXamara was on trial specifical- 
ly for the murder of Charles J. Haggerty, a machinist, whose body was 
found nearer than that of any other to the spot where the dynamite was 
supposed to have been placed. 


Both sentences were set lor Dec. .">, when it is expected District At- 


torney John D. Fredericks •will ask lor lile imprisonment for James B. 
McXamara, the confessed murderer, and probably I I jears for his broth- 
er. 
The men's lives are considered 
bated. The great cantention that the 


Los Angeles Times was not dynamited is dead beyond all resun-cction or 
argument.

Hotel Friday night under high speed, 
the big Stoddard-Dayton touring car 
owned by A. H Heisey arid driven by 
Mr. Helsey's chauffeur, Orie W. Har- 
rigton, plunged over the canal bank, 
turning a complete somersault 
and 


landed upright in four re«t of water 
in the canal bed. 


Ada Williams, aged about 21 years, 


of Atlanta, Ga , visiting in Newark 
from Zanesville, where 
she resides, 


received injuries in the accident which 
caused her death nearly 
two hours 


later at the city hospital. 


The 
accident 
occurred 
at 5:45 


o'clock and it is regarded as miracu- 
lous that but one of the four persons 
in the_car wng spri^i^giy^jnjyf^d 
The- 


facffthat it occurred alter the evening 
train at the B. and O. station had ar- 
rived probably saved others from in- 
jury. 


As it was, Harrington 
and Miss 


Jean Kelley were both more or less 
bruised and scratched by the fall and 
Harrington's male companion, as fai 
as is known, escaped piactically with- 
out a scratch.

the accident, the big car whizzed past 
the door of the Jackson Hotel which 
fionts towards the B. and O station 
Clerk Milton M. Taylor, who was on 
duty at the desk, states thac he saw 
the machine pass 
and at the 
time 


thought the rate of speed was 
toe 


great to make a safe tuin. 


Rolla Stewart, who drives a baggagr 


wagon and mail transfer wagon wac 
approaching the 
station 
on 
Canal 


street and was probably the only eye 
witness to the 
accident 
It 
is 
his 


opinion that the speed of the car was 
such that it could not have gained 
such momentum by starting opposite 
the station. 


Stewart's statement of the accident 


is graphic. He says he was driving 
to the station with a load of baggage 
for an evening tiain. As he approach- 
ed the tuin in C>nal street, the big 
machine suddenly whirled around thr 
corner from Franklin street 


Stewart immediately 
realized 
the 


driver's peril and called to him to pu 
on the brakes. It is Stewai t's belier 
that the driver did not hear him ar 
the engine of the machine was in mo 
tion and probably drowned the sounc' 
of his voice. 


Almost immediately after he callec 


to the driver the wheels of the ma- 
chine struck the curb at the edge of 
the canal bank, the big car hesitated

The machine top was crushed as it 


rolled down the rocky bank and the 
car itself lighted on its wheels in tha 
water in the middle of the canal.

thin coating of ice covered the sur- 
face of the water. 
This was broken, 
and floated 
about the partly sub- 
merged car. 


The driver of the baggage wagon 
was almost paralyzed with fright, hut 
immediately called to Station Master 
Charles Long that an automobile had 
plunged into the canal. Mr. Long had 
just come from his office 
to receive 


baggage. 
It was a moment or two 


before he could learn from the driver 
where the accident occurred. It was 
his understanding that the car took 
the plunge into the canal near the 
freight station. 


In the meantime, Yard Master Clif- 


ford Grimm, who heard _the crash, 
rushed from Mr Long's offi£§^ Think- 
ing that a" yard engine'TTad crashed*"""* 
into the string of cars on the north 
side of the canal, he started on a rui. 
in that direction. He was soon at the 
DOint where the car toppled over thr 
hank and immediately realized 
whaf 
had happened

were at that time on the bank with 
the Kelley girl. 
Harrington had in 


his hands a part of the broken steer- 
ing gear. He called to Mr. Grimm and 
told him that there was another girl 
in the car whom Harrington and his 
companion could not release. 


Mr. Grimm jumped down the hank 


and waded through the icy water to 
the machine 
All the curtains on the 


tonneau were firmly fastened and the 
top was crushed down close to 
the 


body of the machine. 


The broken top and the curtains re- 


sisted Mr. Grimm's efforts to make an 
opening from which to rescue 
the 


pinioned woman inside. He opened 
the tonneau door and reached in and 
groped about in the water for the un- 
conscious form of Miss Williams. 


He finally seized her arm and was 


compelled to drag her through the 
water to get her from 
the perilous 


position -she 
occupied. Mr. 
Grimm 


called for help while trying to rescue 
the woman but men on the hank fail- 
PC! to respond 
Mr Long was hurry- 


ing from the station platform to the 
canal hank and reached that point as 
Mr. Grimm brought the woman out. 


All this consumed less time than it 
takes to tell it and 
Miss 
Williams 


could not have been in thejiachine 
more than two or three moments. 
However she was in an unconscious 
condition when brought out of 
the 


water and willing hands 
helped lift 


her from the canal b£.nk to the street. 
She was carried into the lobby of the 
Tackson 
Hotel 
where

aviation has suddenly sprung to fever 
heat, and th^ papeis are eageily scan- 
ned every day for the latest news of the 
sons of Mars who tempt late by trying, 
like the gent told of in mythology, to 
fly In the face of the sun. 
At least. 


they seem at times to be going up to 
the very ultimate limit that their planes 
and engines will take them, and it lillf 
the sweet young things, who motor 
and walk and 
drive to the aviation 


field, with 
thrills and tremors 
lest 


something dreadful may occur. It's all 
the worse, too. that only two of the 
officers are married. 
The other are 


totally unprotected; 
but 
they could 


have tender official guardinans almost 
at a moment's notice if they would but 
say the word. 


As a matter of fact, nothing dreadful 


ever does occur out at me. Army avia- 
tion school. 
The Army, indeed, lias

A score of cities, at least, were ambi- 
tious to be selected as the scene of the 
winter aviation maneuvers.

first volunteered for the service, and 
probably 200 have already volunteered. 
The fact that about 1.000 officers a;-e 
detached on special service has deterred 
the Department 
trom assig-ning- any 


more officers to the school, but it is be- 
lieved now that it may be possible u 
assign half a dozen more to the win- 
ter camp. 
There is enoug-h mone3- on 


hand to buy five or six more machines, 
and the great activity being shown by 
foreign governments in the study of 
aviation has caused this governmenv 
to realize that it is dropping- almost 
hopelessly into the rear place as fai 
as military aviation goes. 


However, as far as it goes, the gov- 


ernment work is worthy of comenda- 
tion. Its school is nourishing. It con- 
sists of six officers as follows: Captain 
Chas. de F. Chandler, commanding, ot 
the Signal Corps; Captain Paul 
Beck.

carries, when lie goes up in a plane-, 
a little emergenc\ or first aid packet 
about the size ot' a cigarette case, con- 
taining some gauze, salve for burns, 
aromatic ammonia, smelling salts, an 
open wove bandage, boric gauze, carron 
oil for burns, court plaster, adhesive 
plaster, salety pins to fasten band- 
ages, and jaconet (xvater and oil proof.) 


Although they are not allowed to 


indulge in much spectacular work, the 
Army fliers are among the most skillful 
in the country, as is evidenced when 
they are given permission to take part 
in aviation meets. 
Then they easily 


bring away their share of the prize 
money which the Government permits 
them to retain. 
This makes it betlei 


worth while to dare the dangers ol 
aerial flight, and tends to lessen the 
discontent which mig-ht creep into the 
ranks of the Army fliers who see "civ- 
ilians" reaping ic-ward.s tor their skii' 
and daring.

at its unpleasant guise. And thus she has a quiet, contented spirit, whose 
very presence radiates peace. 


This may*ll seem as if she is some paragon. 
But she is not. She is 


Just a bright, cheery, kindly, loving woman, who refuses to judge or bear 
malice* who is eminently practical, and who is ever ready to help those who 
appeal to her in any way she can. Perhaps those of us who are not find- 
ing life as satisfactory as we wish it, may find our feet turning into brighter 
paths if we adopt some of her methods.

It is summer 
In America when the sun warms ths 
earth, and not until then, but In China, 
it is summer wheu the emperor (or. 
at the present time, the regent) says 
it is summer. As soon as the emperor 
declares that summer has come every- 
body in China puts off winter clothing, 
and arrays himself in summer garb, no 
matter what his feelings on the sub- 
ject may be. All domestic arrange- 
ments are made to suit the season, as 
proclaimed by the emperor, although 
they may not suit the individual at alL 


The nearest approach to the Chinese 


system of ordering the seasons is th» 
practice observed in France in all pub- 
lic buildings. There it Is winter on 
and after October 1. Fires are then 
lighted in all government offices, and 
the employes exchange their whit* 
summer waistcoats for the thicker 
and darker ones of winter.

date the public libraries are closed at 
four, and in the streets the sellers of 
toasted chestnuts make their appear- 
ance.

thing that arouses our disgust is that 
the government permits the express 
companies to extort a profit of from 
23 to 50 per cent on a capitalization 
that is two-thirds water.

is known that the actual value of the 
express companies equipment is only 
about one-third of what they allege 
it is, so that the profits on the actual 
capital invested runs up to more than 
one hundred per cent.

1. Give lots of exorcise by scattering their 


hay or corn loader out in the pasture. 
If 


this cannot bo done use a very large yard 
and feed hay at one eiul and corn fodder 
•r btruw at the other extreme end. making 
them travel buck and forth to secure their 
•seals. 


2. If sheep are allowed to get wet in early 


•pring or fall they usually catch severe 
-colds and run badly at the nose, sometimes 
Developing chronic catarrh or pneumonia. 
and dying. 
If yards are wet and muddy 


Jcot rot is very apt to occur. 


^. Have water nearby and handy for the 


•heep to drink. It' they have to travel quite 
* distance for it they do not drink enough. 
especially at lambing time. 


4. Salt" and tobacco dust mixed prevents 


Internal parasites, one o£ the sheep's worst 
foes. 
5. Feed protein feeds, such as clover or al- 


falfa 
hay. bran and oats shortly before 


lambing. Use corn or other highly carbon- 
aceous feed sparingly, especially when exer- 
cise <s limited to yards. 


6. Turnips are good until about the first 


of the year a'nd rutabagas (or Swedes) from 
January to grass time. Feed sparingly until 
two to "ten weeks before lambing, increase to 
one or two pounds per head a day. This pre- 
vents constipation and stretches and in- 
creases the milk flow. Where roots are not 
avilable use a little oil meal in their place. 


7 If sheep are short of rack and trough 


room, the strongest ones will crowd in and 
get all of the best feed, while the weaker 
and younger ones cannot get to it until the 
strong ones have their fill and leave only 
a little of the poorest feed for the smallest 
ones, making them weaker and weaker every 


" day and not able to raise a lamb at lambing 


time. 
Again. I say. be sure to have more 


feed room than you need, and racks, then let 
them all i:i at once and give them all an even 
&how. 


S. In shutting sheep away from feeed have 


;i sixteen-foot gate to let them rush back 
through, so there is ::o danger of crowd- 
ing or jamming, or abortion may occur. Slip- 
ping on ice, jumping ditches or fences has 
the s.'.nio detrimental effects. 


9. Sheep are very particular animals and 


will not eat feed that has been trampled on 
or breathed or nosed over, therefore, always 
thoroughly clean all racks and troughs before 
feeding and do it, not one* a week, or ones 
a day. but every time before feed'ng. 


10. Moldy and smutty feeds are apt to 


cause abortion and sheep cannot thrive on 
timothy, marsh or slough hay.

WHAT A FOREST RANGER SHOULD KNOW 


BY C. H. SHATTUCK,

I 


T OCCURRED to the writer that a brief 


summary of the information needed by a 


young man about to enter the forest service 
as a ranger would be of interest to many. I 
would say that the llrst essential would b* 
a knowledge of the general geographj* of the 
district which he is to supervise. It is very 
necessary that he be able to direct those 
under him as to the location of meadows 
for the pasture of horses, the name and 
course of various streams, the trend of 
mountain chains and the names and loca- 
tions of prominent peaks. He should have a 
very thorough knowledge of roads, trails 
and the location of cabins and the manner 
of constructing each. 
He must also know 


how to handle horses. 
The ordinary moun- 


tain cayuse instinctively knows the tender- 
foot, and will proceed on the slightest prov- 
ocation to reveal bits of equine ingenuity 
which are sometimes surprising and often 
aggravating in the extreme. 


It is imperative that he be familiar with 


the business of packing: this can only be 
acquired by actual laboratory practice, either 
in his college course or in the field. Many a 
young man has come to grief In the prac- 
tical ranger's examination, because he could 
not put up in a permanent manner, a. con- 
glomeration of cooking utensils, axes, shov- 
els, cross-cut saws, provisions and sleeping 
and wearing apparel. 
He must know how 


to throw the diamond hitch and the various 
swings and loops for holding each of the 
above necessaries on the back of a sliding, 
climbing, jumping horse. Roads and trails 
are often steep and sometimes barred by 
various sized logs, the jumping of which by 


the horse tests thoroughly the packer's skill 
in the use of rope. 


The ranger must know how to do ordinary 


cooking. 
He must have things which can- 


not be brought from the far away bakery. 
Bread must be made, meats prepared and 
cooked and various vegetables and cereals 
come in for their share of attention. Making 
camp is another important feature. In se- 
lecting a site the essentials are: Good grass 
for his horses, good water for camp pur- 
poses, if possible good fishing, and, in dry 
regions, 
such 
a 
location 
that the flres 


may not burn his entire outfit. 
In addition 


to these he should make it his business to be 
familiar with the forest laws and the rules 
and regulations affecting his reserve. 
He 


should know as intimately as possible the 
people who reside . within the boundaries 
of his district, and much of his success will 
depend upon the wise and tactful manner in 
which he conducts himself in all his rela- 
tions with them. 
He should know, if he 


should be in a grazing region, the brand and 
earmarks of the stock in his district, and the 
approximate number owned by each indi- 
vidual. 
He must know timber, both as to 


stands and kinds of trees. If lumbering op- 
erations are conducted he should see to it 
that the cutting and burning' ts carried out 
according to contract. In much of this west- 
ern country It devolves upon him to act as 
a protector of game. 
The actual settlers 


are generally glad to stay within the limits 
of killing fixed by the game laws, and they 
do not approve of the intrusions of the 
poacher, whose main object is to kill as 
much as possible without regard to law. 
As 


an officer of the law the ranger is a great 
influence In ridding rthe reserve of ruthless 
hunters who kill often for horns and teeth 
only. Such in brief is the essential Informa- 
tion which a ranger should-have. 


SELECT SEED WHEAT NOW

to be made imperative by conditions which 
have revealed themselves In the Red river 
country and elsewhere. A large portion of the 
grain is rusted and shrunken; and unless the 
selection is made before marketing the bulk 
of the crop, the farmer is likely to find him- 
self without a sufficiency of seed fit for nest 
spring's planting:.

A 
vust deal of trouble will be avoided, there- 
fore, by bringing the fanning mill into uaa 
for the purpose of selecting seed before mar- 
keting any grain. And If anyone is ^fortunate 
enough to find himself in possession of an 
oversupply of clean, plump and heavy seed, 
he can be sure of a high price for it In the 
spring. 


An addtlonal encouragement for taking 


up at once the work of selection Is found In 
the fact that plump and well-developed seeds. 


coming from a rusted field, indicate that th« 
plants which bore them had rust-endurism 
qualities, a continuance of which may b« 
looked for in their progeny. 


In the presence of an inferior orop, a 


careful selection of seed, first for al*e and 
then for weight, is practically the Bam* as 
takinjr out a policy insuring a good crop in

WHITE EGG BREEDS

HE high price of eggs during the last few 


years has increased the popularity of 


this class of chickens very much. 
Of ail 


breeds in this class the Leghorns are the 
most popular, and of the Leghorn breed the 
white variety is bred more extensively than 
any other. Leghorns probably mature a lit- 
tle earlier and eat less food than the heavier 
breeds; they make fair broilers, but are com- 
paratively useless as roasters. 
They lay a 


large number of good-sized eggs during the 
natural laying period. 
} 
winter layers they 


are fair, but in our experience more sus- 
ceptible to changes in temperature than are 
the heavier breeds. This much must be said 
In their favor, that their eggs usually hatch 
better than those of the heavier breeds, and 
the chickens are very hardy. Of the other 
Leghorn varieties the most popular ones are 
the"brown, buff and black, these varieties not 
being so popular from a market poultry- 
man's standpoint owing to the color. 


Minorcas—There are three varieties of 


Mlnorcas. 
The Rose Comb Black and the 


Single Comb Black are more commonly bred 
than is the White variety. 
This breed is 


larger than the Leghorn, and also lays a 
larger egg. They have very large combs "and 
wattles. 


Anconas—This breed might be termed a 


speckled or mottled Leghorn. They have all 
the characteristics of the Leghorn and are 
black and white in color. 
This breed is 


gaining in popularity among the practical 
poultrymen. 


Hamburgs—There are several varieties o£ 


this breed. The black is the most popular. 
They are inclined to lay an undersized egj. 
We have found the blark- to be good layers 
and to lay a fair-sized egg. They have rose 
combs and are neat and active in appear-

PRACTICALDEMONSTRATIONS 


BY PROFESSOR CHRISTIE.

A 


NOTHER way 
of urging farmers 
to 


adopt new methods is through practical 


demonstrations. 
This year we have given 


more than seventy-five practical horticul- 
tural demonstrations In various parts of the 
Btate. The people of the counties are brought 
together at some convenient point in an 
orchard. 
Here 
spraying apparatus 
and 


spraying materials are assembled and a 
spraying demonstration given, with full 
in- 


formation as to the making- of the mixture 
and the applying of the same. 
A full line 


of pruning apparatus is also carried and a 
demonstration given on the methods and 
value of pruning fruit trees. 
This work 


has proved especially helpful and beneficial. 


For several years tha station and school 


have conducted experiments and 
demon- 


stration work on several county farms of 
the state. 
Tests of varieties of corn of the 


county are made on these farms. 
In this 


way an opoprtunity is given the people to 
see and learn just what their variety of corn 
will do under the same soil and climatic con- 
ditions as corn from their neighbor's farm. 
In one county last year it was found that 
one man's variety of corn produced at the 
rate of 10S bushels an acre, while a neigh- 
bor's corn, grown right along beside it. only 
produced 60 bushels an acre. These varie- 
ties were planted on the same day with the 
same planter, were thinned down to two 
stocks to a hill, and had exactly the same 
number of stalks. They were harvested on 
the same day and weighed on the same 
scales, and a difference of more than 42 
bushela an acre was obtained.

For a real finish use the following: Equal 


parts ground oats, barley, buckwheat and 
wheat mids wet up with skrmmed milk or 
buttermilk to the consistency of cream, to 
which add a half ounce of warm tallow for 
each bird. 


Feed in clean troughs morn and night all 


they will eat with a relish, at noon giving 
scalded oats or wheat or raw vegetables, 
such as apples, beets, turnips. 
Shell, grit, 


charcoal and plenty of fresh water are es- 
sential, a roomy shed and yard are needed, 
and the fowls should be kept free from filth, 
lice and excitement. 


Three to four weeks are needed to bring 


birds to perfection.

ness. 
In that case they will not compete

their customers. 
If he succeeds it will be

Panama canal during the fiscal year 


1910-11 was 1,742,928 cubic yards*! The cost 
per cubic yard for concrete in the Ga! -n 
locks was $0.5919; in the Gatnn 
-'llway, 


SG.7044; in the Pedro Miguel locks, $4.7040, 
and in the Miraflores locks $4.6826. At Gatun 
7'i,609 cubic yards of large rock: were used, 
resulting in a saving of $263,137.45, or of 
0.2SSC cents per cubic yard on each yard ot 
material placed. In the production of stone 
for tht concrete the cost in bfins at Gatun 
was $2.3403 per cubic yard, and in the stor- 
age rile for the locks on the Pacific side 
$0.8443 per cubic yard. 


Cement for the large part is« delivered in 


barrels to the Atlantic division at a cost of 
$1.19 
at tidewater in the United States, while 


in the Pacific division it Is delivered in bags 
at a cost of $1.60 at tidewater tn the United 
States per barrel, less credit flor return of 
bags. 
As approximately 90 per cent of the 


bags were returned and i.cceptei3, the cement 
in bags cost $1.01 per barrel at tidewater in 
the United States. 


SOME ROOT POINTERS

OOT crops will stand light frosts, but 


they should be harvested before heavy 


freezes. 
This applies especially to mangels. 


Roots may be stored In a pit, cellar,, or 


root house. 


Roots can probably be grown for less than 


$2 per ton under goofl conditions. 


The cost of production per acre is ap- 


prcximately 535. 


Mangels give the heaviest yield per acre, 


with rutabagas and turnips a close second 
and carrots third. 


Carrots and rutabagas are about equal In 


per cent of digestible nutrients and are high- 
er in this respect than either mangels or 
turnips. 


Turnips and rutabagas flo not keep so 


well as some other roots. They should be led 
in the fall and early winter In the order 
named. 


Mangels and carrots keep well over win- 


ter when properly stored.

PLOWING THE SOIL 


BT O. M. OLSON, 
. ~ 


Minnesota Experiment Station. 
THE pride of every good plowman Is a 


straight, well-turned furrow: and yet 


its straightness Is but a small part of its 
merit. 
Its true merit is measured by its 


depth, the manner in which it is turned, and 
the way in which it lies. 
When properly 


turned, it will present a. loosely pulverized 
and completely Inverted furrow slice that 
leaves behind a furrow of sufficient depth, 
even in the bottom, and clean cut in every 
part. 


"With land that is to be put into crop 


soon after plowing, as in the case of spring 
plowing, or of fall plowing for fall-sown 
crops, it is very Important that the ground, 
if possible, be sufficiently moist to pulverize 
nicely, and that each day's plowing shall be 
harrowed at once. "Working the furrow slice 
immediately 
after 
plowing 
pulverizes 
it 


more completely and checks the 
loss 
c-f 


moisture by evaporation. "With the fall plow- 
Ing of land that Is not going to be put into 
crop until the following spring, it is not so 
important that the furrow slice pulverize as 
completely, for lumps and clods that are 
turned up with the furrow slice will crum- 
ble and pulverize by the action of rain, air, 
sunshine and frost. 


Plowed land readily absorbs rainfall and 


the loosely turned furrows increase the stor- 
age capacity of the soil. The inverted soil 
of the furrow slice exposes another series of 
soil particles to the action of the air. rains, 
freezing and thawing, all of -which will tend 
to aerate the soil and liberate plant food. 


Plowing is also the principal method by 


which grain stubble and all other forma of , 
organic matter are introduced into the soiL 
Hence it Is important that the plow be prop- 
erly equipped and the furrow slice so turned 
that all organic matter will be completely 
turned under, at such a depth that the har- 
row and the cultivator will scarcely be 
troubled with It afterward.

Old dumb servants after years of faithful- 


ness deserve a pension or a quiet, painless 
death at home. 


But there are old cows and fat stock 


that Is being kept too long, not because of 
sentiment, but because the farmers are Ig- 
norant of the time to sell. 


Such men arc in a line of work that re- 


quires a judgment they do not possess. They 
are not real live stock farmers. Having been 
successful as grain men in holding for a 
right turn of the market, they are still "mar- 
ket trailers" in the fat cattle line. That Is. 
they sell when they think the market is in 
the "upper turn" without proper regard to 
the condition of the stock. 


Such farmers arc always small holders 


and never feed many head at a time. It is a 
sort of side-show business with them. Yet 
the prospective returns are a fair and some- 
times a large factor In the farmers' income. 
Their ignorance docs not see the two loaka 
in their methods. 


1. They often sell before the stock Is in 


proper condition. 


2. They more often keep the cattle too 


long.

THE SOURING OF MILK 


'"' BT PROFESSOR G. L. -MARTIN. 


North Dakota Agricultural College. 


T 


HE souring of milk is not unlike the 


souring of fruit juice or vegetable mat- 


ter. 
It is due to the action of a particular 


kind of micro-organism which we call bac- 
teria. 
These little organisms are a good 


deal like other forms of life, in that they 
must have air, moisture, warmth and food 
in order to live, multiply and work. 
The 


particular food of a great many bacteria is 
sugar, and the product which they manufac- 
ture is called acid. For instance, when the 
juice is pressed from the apple, it Is called 
sweet cider, because of the sugar It contains. 
But soon the bacteria enter from the air, 
from unclean utensils or from other 
sur- 


roundings, and at once begin work upon 
the sugar, which soon turns the elder hard, 
and finally it becomes vinegar unless put 
into an air-tight keg and kept in a cool 
place. 


Among the constituents of milk are water 


to the amount of 87.1 per cent, fat 3.9 per 
cent, casein 3.5 per cent, mineral matter ,75 
per cent and sugar 4.75 per cent. When the 
milk ia first drawn It tases sweet because 
of the milk sugar which It contains, just the 
same as the cider tastes sweet when it Is 
first pressed from the apples. The average 
milk, as will be seen, contains nearly 6 per 
cent sugar, which means about five pounds 
for every 100 pounds of milk, which, when 
changed into acid by the bacteria produces 
what we call souring. 


To work best, these bacteria require warm 


surroundings of about 70 degrees F., or room 
temperature; besides, they must have some 
air and enough moisture to keep their food, 
the sugar, in solution. The milk, the same 
as cider, has all these conditions present, 
so just as soon as it Is drawn the bacteria 
begin to work rapidly, because since the 
milk is warm all the conditions necessary 
are exactly right. 
Then, unless the milk is 


cooled, they continue rapid work until all 
the sugar is changed 
to acid—the milk 


soured. 


Since these little organisms must first 


get into the milk, then have a warm temper- 
ature In which to work, the way to prevent 
the milk from getting sour is to keep the 
bacteria out as much as possible, then make 
the surroundings so cold that they cannot 
work. To do this, have all surroundings, as 
yard, stable and stall, in good sanitary con- 
dition, then curry and brush the cow at least 
with as much care and attention as is given 
the horses. 
Keep all palls, strainers and 


other milk utensils scrupulously clean and 
finally cool the milk to 50 degrees F. imme- 
diately after milking. Setting milk Into an 
Ice box, a cave or a. cellar to cool is not a 
very -good plan, because of frequent poor 
ventilation and bad odors. 


WATER CAPACITY OF SOIL 


A 


CTUAL experiments show that the ac- 
tual field water capacity of arid soils 


varies from 14 per cent for a very sandy 
loam to 18 per cent for a clay loam, with 
an average of about 16 per cent. The great- 
est water capacity would be even more. 
At this rate every twelve Inches in depth 
of soil can hold from 2.23 to 2.65 Inches of 
water, or an average of 2.45 Inches. At this 
rate it is possible to store approximately 
twenty-three inches of water In the upper 
ten feet of soil. This Is from one and one- 
half to two times the annual rainfall over 
the bettor dry farming sections.

it should be and Is possible to store one or 
two years' rainfall In the soil by ualng prop-

IMPROVED SEED GRAIN 


BY A. M. TEN ETCK. 


Kansas Experiment Station. 


A 


PLAN which Is being developed pro- 
poses to-distribute Improved seed grain 


by means of the county demonstration farms, 
which are now being established in many 
counties in Kansas. The-law passed in. 1909 
allows for the establishment of demonstra- 
tion farms in connection with the county 
poor farm of each county at the option of 
the county commissioners and In co-opera- 
tion with the agricultural college. Seventeen 
demonstration farms have already been or- 
ganized. 
The plan is to plant only Un- 


proved or "college-bred" seed on these farms, 
save the crop for seed, and sell the surplus 
seed grain to the farmers in the county who 
may wish to purchase it at a price somewhat 
in advance of the ordinary seed price. 


Several of these farms have already been 


established and a few have raised a crop 
of pure-bred seed wheat which was sold for 
seed last fall. On the county farm in Bar- 
ton county, Kansas, last year there was a 
field of eleven acres of Kharkof wheat that 
produced an average of forty-five bushels 
per acre,, and every bushel was sold for seed 
to the farmers of the county at ?1.50 per 
bushel. 
From five or six demonstration 


farms in eastern Kansas last year the sales 
of well-bred seed corn aggregated over 1,200 
bushels and sold at an average price of $1.50 
per bushel. On these several farms the fol- 
lowing crops have been grown for the pro- 
duction of seed to sell: Kharkof 
wheat, 


Kherson and Red Texas oats, and improved 
strains of Kaffir corn and cane and several 
varieties of well-bred seed corn. No variety 
has been planted on any demonstration farm 
which did not have the approval of the pro- 
fessor of agronomy of the agricultural col- 
lege, 
i 


This method promises to be a very suc- 


cessful means of growing and distributing 
improved seed grain which will be especially 
adapted to local climatic and soil condi- 
tions. 


"When the -writer took charge of the 


agronomy work at the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college in the fall of 1902, there was 
not a bushel of well-bred seed grain of any 
kind on the experiment station farm. 
The 


work of -variety testing and crop Improve- 
ment by seed selection was begun in 1903. 
As soon, as it •WK.S shown that certain va- 
rieties -were superior, or as soon as pure 
seed of some of the better producing va- 
rieties could be produced, these varieties 
were grown on larger areas and the sur- 


plus seed was sold and distributed among 
the farmers of Kansas. 


A small amount of seed grain was dis- 


tributed In 1904 and 1905, being mainly seed 
wheat from seed which was tested for sev- 
eral years in the state, at tl ^ United States 
government co-operative experiment station 
at McPherson. In 1906, a larger amount of 
good seed grain was distributed, including 
some well-bred seed corn. The breeding of 
corn by the "ear-row" method was begun In 
1903 
and 1904, and the breeding of wheat 


and other grains by the "head-row" method 
was begun in 1906 and 1907. Tho improved 
varieties 
produced by seed selection and 


breeding, especially of corn, Kaffir corn and 
cane, were propagated as rapidly as possible, 
and the amount of well-bred seed grain "dis- 
tributed has steadily increased each year. 


During the interval of five or six yeara 


this seed distribution work began, the agro- 
nomy department of the agricultural col- 
lege has distributed over S.OOO mushels of 
seed wheat, nearly 
3,000 bushels of seed 


corn, more than 2,000 bushels of seed oats, 
barley and emmer, nearly 2,000 bushels of 
cane, Kaffir corn, milo maize and broom 
corn seed, and smaller quantities of seed of 
other crops, such as flax, millet, cowpeas and 
soy beans. 
The total quantity of well-bred 


seed distributed amounts to more than 12,000 \ 
bushels.. 


Similar work has been carried on at tha 


Fort Hays branch experiment station. 
Mora 


than 10,000 bushels of improved seed wheat 
"lias been distributed by that station. 
Over 


6,000 bushels of pure Kharkof seed wheat 
was distributed last fall, 1910. 
The Fort 


Hays station has also eold and distributed 
several hundred bushels of good seed of 
corn, Kaffir and cane, and a thousand bushela 
or more of pure seed oats, barley and durum 
spring wheat, or in total an amount nearly 
equal to that distributed by the' agronomy 
department. -
